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DEPARTMENT ESTABLISHES ANNUAL 
MUSSEL QUARANTINE 


The annual quarantine order the State Depart- 
ment Public Health forbidding the gathering 
mussels from all ocean and bay waters California 
became effective May 

The quarantine extends from Oregon the Mexi- 
ean boundary. will remain effective until October 
and being enforced local health officers. 

Despite the fact that the quarantine put into 
effect annualy during the summer months, cases and 
deaths among those who violate the order are usually 
reported the State Department Health 
each year. 1946, three cases mussel poisoning and 
one death were reported from San Mateo County.

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DR. FENTON DIES 


Dr. Fenton, who has been associated with 
health activities California for many years, 
died March 24, 1947, while examining school chil- 
dren San Bernardino. 

Dr. Fenton was the first full-time health officer 
San Bernardino County and organized public health 
activities the county during the years served 
that position. 

Dr. Fenton retired health officer last year 
become school physician for San Bernardino city.

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NATIONAL HEALTH ACT INTRODUCED 
CONGRESS SENATOR TAFT 


The ‘‘National Health Act 1947’’ (SB 545) has 
been introduced into the Congress Senators Taft, 
Smith, Ball and Donnell and has been referred the 
Committee Labor and Public Welfare, which 
Senator Taft chairman.* 

The bill provides for the creation National 
Health Agency, funds for state surveys health serv- 
ices, medical and dental examinations school chil- 
dren, medical and dental care for the indigent, dental 
research and cancer 


NATIONAL HEALTH AGENCY 


independent federal agency, known the 
National Health Agency, would created under the 
direction National Health Administrator who must 
outstanding physician and would appoiated 
the President. 

The following agencies and their functions would 
transferred the National Health Public 
Health Service; Food and Drug Administration; 
health services the Children’s Bureau; Division 
Health Studies the Bureau Research and Statis- 
the Social Security Administration; and St. 
Elizabeth’s Hospital. 

Specifically excluded are the health functions 
the armed services and the Veterans’ Administration. 


MEDICAL SERVICES 


new title (Title VII) added the Public 
Health Service Act. The program would adminis- 
tered the federal level the Office Medical and 
Hospital Care the National Health Agency under 
director who must outstanding physician with 
least five years active medical practice. 

assist the states make inventory all existing 
general health, hospital and medical services and 
prepare detailed plan for the extension these serv- 
ices. The survey must made single state agency. 
Federal funds would appropriated per capita 
basis one-third the State’s cost for making the 
survey and formulating program. 

The bill authorizes annual appropriation 
$200,000,000 for five years beginning July 1947 
assist states carrying out plans for providing gen- 
eral health, hospital and medical services for persons 
having insufficient pay the whole cost such 
services. formula provides for grants states pro- 
portion population and also inverse relation 
per capita income.

Certain optional services are permitted, including 
payments physicians practicing areas which 
otherwise would unable provide sufficient income 
attract practicing physicians. 


DENTAL SERVICES 


new title (Title VIII) added the 
Health Service Act administered the Office 
Dental Care Services the National Health Agency 
under director who must doctor dental sur- 
gery with least years active practice. 

appropriation $1,000,000 authorized for 
state surveys dental services. Annual appropriations 
for five-year period assist states providing den- 
tal health services are graduated from $8,000,000 for 
the first $20,000,000 for the fourth and fifth years.

Dental care and treatment dental diseases and 
dental defects, including prophylaxis, filling, X-ray, 
extraction, and related care other than straighten- 
ing, the teeth such pupils whose family 
guardian have insufficient income pay for the 
whole cost such service. 

inspection, without charge, the teeth 
all children the elementary and secondary grades 
public and nonpublic schools. 


Other provisions for dental services are the same 
similar those for medical care. 


DENTAL RESEARCH 


The bill calls for the creation the National Insti- 
tute Dental Research permanent division the 
National Institute Health and $2,000,000 appro- 
priation authorized for buildings and equipment. 
addition, funds ranging from $250,000 the first year 
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$600,000 the third year are authorized for dental 
research and training. 


CANCER CONTROL 


appropriation $10,000,000 year author- 
ized for grants-in-aid states and localities for cancer 
clinies and for related services the control 
cancer, including training personnel for state and 
local health work. 


FEDERAL EMPLOYEES’ HEALTH INSURANCE 


The bill provides that any federal employee who 
wishes may direct the Federal Government make 
pay roll deductions cover the payment premiums 
any voluntary nonprofit health insurance fund. 


ZELLERBACH HEART COMMITTEE 


Zellerbach San Francisco, president the 
Crown Zellerbach Paper Company, has been named 
the National Advisory Committee the American 
Heart Association. 

The 22-man advisory committee was chosen under 
plan reorganization allowing for the admission 
nonphysicians the executive bodies the associa- 
tion. Appointments were previously limited special- 
ists the field the diseases the heart and cir- 
culation. 

Mr. Zellerbach was the only representative the 
Coast named the committee. 


TYPE INFLUENZA PRESENT 


Type influenza was present California during 
the early spring months. Typing was done the virus 
laboratory the State Department Public Health. 
Specimens were obtained from students the Univer- 
sity California Berkeley and military establish- 
ments Solano, Yuba and Sutter Counties. 

Influenza was also reported from Inyo, Kern, Kings 
and Plumas Counties. 


PERSONNEL NOTES 


Dr. Ellarene MacCoy, formerly district medical 
officer the Los Angeles area for the Bureau 
Maternal and Child Health, has resigned after serving 
the Department Public Health for over years. 

For the present, Dr. MacCoy has accepted teach- 
ing position with the University California Los 
Angeles. During her service with this department she 
was active helping bring into focus the factors 
influencing the health Mexican children and pointed 
the way for the provision services for these groups. 


ANNUAL COUNT PUBLIC HEALTH 
NURSES COMPLETED 


total 1,632 nurses are now engaged 
health nursing California. This represents 
125 over figures for 1946. 

Nurses now participating industrial nursing 
total 530, 149 from last year. 

These figures were obtained result the annual 
count and study educational qualifications nurses 
engaged public health and industrial nursing con- 
ducted the Bureau Public Health Nursing the 
State Department Public Health. 

The count public health nurses included those 
employed health departments, school departments, 
visiting nurse associations and other official and non- 
official agencies. 

Comparison several items from the reports for 
1946 and 1947 are given below. 

Although the number public health nurses have 
inereased California during the past year, great 
many vacancies still exist public health nursing posi- 
tions the State (California’s Health, February 15, 
1946.) 

The ratio public health nurses employed all 
agencies general population California shows 
variation from one nurse per 1,820 residents one 
sparsely settled mountain area one nurse for more 
than 15,000 persons four more thickly populated 
counties. The ratio for the entire State one nurse per 
6,015 persons. ratio one nurse per 5,000 population 
considered the standard for minimum effective serv- 
ice where bedside nursing not included. 

Five counties California are still without any 
public health nursing service. 

order balance the unequal distribution 
nurses, Many agencies are analyzing their programs 
and trying make better use existing nursing 
services.

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1946 RECORD YEAR FOR BIRTHS, DEATHS, 
MARRIAGES CALIFORNIA 


Births, deaths, and marriages zoomed all-time 
highs California during 1946. 

Principally result the State’s population 
provisional figures live births registered 
with the Vital Statistics Section the State Depart- 
ment Public Health rose record high 215,914 
last year compared the 1945 figure 183,412. The 
provisional birth rate was 23.2 live births per 1,000 
population 1946. The 1945 rate was 20.2. 

Total figures for deaths and marriages also reached 
the highest level the State’s history. Recorded 
1946 were 94,640 deaths, more than thousand from 
the 93,153 figure reported 1945. The death rate was 
actually lowered, however, from the 11.3 deaths per 
1,000 population 1945 rate 10.2 (provisional) 
1946. Marriages totaled 108,050 last year, topping 
substantial number the 102,862 marriages 1945. 
Marriage rates were 11.6 per 1,000 population 1946 
and 11.3 1945. 

For the United States whole, the 3,260,000 live 
births provisionally reported the Vital 
Section the Federal Security Administration for 
1946 also established new record. The previous high 
had been 1943 when 2,934,860 births were reported. 
The rate for 1946 was 23.3 births per 1,000 population 
1946, 19.6 1945 and 21.3 1943, the previous 
high. 

Total number deaths the United States 
dropped from 1,401,719 1945 1,400,000 for 1946. 
Rates were 10.6 deaths per 1,000 population 1945 
and 10.1 1946. 


HEART ASSOCIATION EXPAND 
RESEARCH PROGRAM

BRUCELLOSIS STILL SERIOUS PROBLEM 
MANY AREAS 


Brucellosis (sometimes called undulant fever) 
remains serious problem certain areas Cali- 
fornia. During this year intensive investigations all 
reported cases being made the Acute Commu- 
nicable Diseases Service learn the exact extent and 
nature the problem and how can best solved. 


This disease has shown steady increase Cali- 
fornia from known cases when was first made 
reportable 1927 289 known 1946. 


Although some this increase may due 
better understanding the disease the part 
physicians, improved laboratory diagnostic methods, 
and extension diagnostic laboratory services, the 
high number cases 1946 indicates the need for 
inereased control measures. 


Brucellosis was reported throughout the State last 
year from counties, including: cases Los 
Angeles County, San Bernardino County, 
Riverside County, San County. 


The disease infection with organisms the 
Brucella group. Clinically may confused with 
typhoid fever, tuberculosis, infectious arthritis, 
malaria, subacute bacterial endocarditis, and many 
other conditions. rule, the diagnosis can made 
only with the aid the laboratory. While few people 
die brucellosis, nevertheless serious because 
the fact that has tendency chronic and con- 
valescence often extends into months and even years. 


Human infection occurs through direct contact 
with infected tissues cattle, hogs goats, through 
the medium milk milk products. 


Control brucellosis involves the elimination 
infection from susceptible animals and the pasteuriza- 
tion all milk supplies. 


has been estimated that least two-thirds all 
the patients having brucellosis California contracted 
their infection through the use raw milk raw 
milk products. The pasteurization all milk products 
would, therefore, eliminate two-thirds our cases. 


The State Department Agriculture also vitally 
interested this problem relates infection 
That department conducts program volun- 
tary vaccination which the Division Laboratories 
assists testing vaccines. bill which has been pro- 
posed the present session the State Legislature 
(A. 989) would make mandatory the vaccination 
all female dairy calves within the State.

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RICHMOND GROUPS JOIN MASS CHEST 
X-RAY SURVEY 


Utilizing the mm. X-ray equipment the State 
Department Public Health, the citizens Richmond 
have completed the first phase all-out program 
chest X-ray many possible the adult popu- 
lation their city. 

The mass survey, sponsored jointly the Rich- 
mond Health Department, the Richmond Citizens 
Health Committee, and the Tuberculosis Service the 
State Department Public Health, was held during 
the three-month period—January through March. 

Responsibilities the project were shared 
participating groups. The actual X-raying and film 
reading was done the Tuberculosis Service. Health 
education and publicity activities were carried out 
the Citizens Health Committee with the assistance 
the health educator the local health department. 
Follow-up was the responsibility the public 
health nurses the city health department. 

During the first two weeks the survey over 3,000 
people had been X-rayed. the end the first month 
this figure had risen 4,500. The three-month total 
was 8,522. 

further examinations persons this group 
with suspicious findings, cases tuberculosis previ- 
ously unknown the health department were dis- 
Fifty-two percent these cases were 
minimal stage the disease, percent were mod- 
erately advanced, and percent were diagnosed far 
advanced tuberculosis.
